Too year ISoS baa drawn to a close*. To

some it has bc«n a brighi, prosperous, year,
while to others it hns brought disappoint¬
ment, sorrow and dedtb. Still L'.-c hurry
and Lustlo of business goes on, with a race
to keep in the load, ar.r] those who lag be
bind are üoon "left and their places takon by
others more fortunate. Juat at this lime
tho merchants and hu-iness men nre eu

gaged in winding up and urrangiiig the af
fairs of tho old, preparatory to commencing
anew their labors'for the coming v< ar, which,
it iB hoped, wili br»ng to till prosperity,
peucu and plenty. Now books are being
balanced, accounts settled aud itock inven
tories lakeu in order that the Now Year
may bu begun with a proper understanding
of the trade bearings and a knowledge ol
the result of the year's business.
A reporter of the Gazeti'E, as has been

his custom for some years past, has obtained
from a number of the leading merchants and
business men of the city their ideas and
opinions as to the trade of the city during
tho past twelve months, as compared with
the previous year. From their statement*
it is evident that the general business of the
city this year increased over that cf last and
that the trade of Alexandria is steadily
growing. A number of the more active and
enterprising merchants have greatly ex¬

tended their business and brought a large-
trade to the city, while others have con

tented themselves with staying in tho old
rut and trusting that trade will come to
them. Of course these latter complain of
the duliness of trade, but such complaints
do tho city an injustice, and rt fleet no en dit
on the croakers who are seldom prosperous
business men.
In no other twelveinon'h for many years

past hns the city done so much to shake c II
the old conservatism which has so loog
hampered her in tho rucc vith other com-

monities, and not for many years has her
prospect of fiiture greatness been brighter.
Considering the disadvantages under

which Alexandria labors, her proximity to

large cities, her large debt, her heavy rate of
taxation and the apathy of a considerable
und influential portion of her citizens re

gardir.g her own advancement, her growth
is ror.lly gratifying. This is strikingly Bbowo
in one direction by the building operations

bo yoar. Fully one hundred houses have
bf.on elected during the year, at an expendi
ure of $150,000, and in many instances thesn
have b-'en built not to rent but as homes for
h< huildeis.
Turning f.om tho building operations to

ti e bufiinesBof the city the same advance is
manifest. I' is impossible to give statistics
relating to the manufacturing output during
t! e ye3r, or the volume of business transact¬
ed, but there is no reason to doubt that they
bave ripen satisfactory and are increasing.
The t ill :er8ofthe banks speak encouragingly
of !b« bu-iness of the city and of tbf finan¬
cial standing of the merchants, and draw
ih. :r conclusions from the facts that whereas
u few years since most of the merchants
bought on time, giving notes bearing inter
est, they now pay cash in a majority of in-
¦i'ances. or discount their own paper. The
banks a'so report a large increase of Ihd
vo nine of business which is a good indica-
ion. The wholesale trade in Hour, provi¬
sions, oil, bard o al, ice, drug*, dry goods,
tobacco,hardware, liquor, lumber, lea'htr.
